I have  pleasure  in  presenting  *y  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1967, 
on  health  and  sanitary  conditions* 

The  mid-year  population  estimated  by  Registrar-General  was  2,340* 

There  were  forty-one  births  giving  a Birth  Rate  of  17° 5 per  1,000 
population  national  rate  17*2*  There  were  thirty-three  deaths  from 
all  causes,  death  rate  of  14°1  per  1,000  population,  higher  than  national 
rate  of  11° 2*  There  were  no  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age* 

During  the  year  there  were  twenty-four  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
notified,  twenty-three  measles  and  one  acute  pneumonia* 

Five  houses  were  erected,  two  by  Local  Authority*  Applications 
were  received  and  granted  in  respect  of  five  houses,  one  standard  and 
four  discretionary*  A Demolition  Order  was  made  in  respect  of  one  house. 

Under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  eighty-two 
premises  were  registered  which  were  visited  regularly  and  defects  remedied* 
There  was  100%  meat  inspection,  and  regular  visits  to  food  premises* 

An  adequate  supply  of  water  was  provided  by  the  East  Lincolnshire 
Water  Board  during  the  year,  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination 
from  source  of  supply  and  points  in  distribution  were  satisfactory. 

I take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  in  the  Department  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his 
co-operation*

Alford  Memorial  Hospital  provides  for  some  medical  and  surgical  cases, 
most  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to  Louth  County  Hospital.

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Welfare  Authority  to  provide  accommodation  for  aged 
and  infirm  persons  who  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  This 
accommodation  is  provided  by  the  Welfare  Authority  in  other  districts  of 

the  County.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  this 
Act  during  the  year.
